Record of Life Insurance Stands Unimpaired, Contrasting With Widespread Defaults 
in Other Types of Financial Contract—Doubtful Security in Government Schemes

1* A world of financial wreckage, which on account 
of Alberta’s default is now extended into the gov- 
ernment class of bonds, life insurance stands intact 
as the one leading type of financial contract which, 
In Canada, has not failed to be met in full at matur- 
ity It is true that the credit of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment remains unimpaired, but it is also true that 
the Dominion no longer redeems its notes in gold, 
and has thereby made at least a technical default in 
respect to its currency Bonds of the eastern prov- 
Inces are still well enough rated, but Ontario did 
repudiate its power contracts without any real excuss 
other than that they were too burdensome for its 
finances 

How Is it possible for life insurance to hold this 
record, in view of the fact that it is not a direct but 
rather an intermediary form of investment, and 
herefore dependent, in the long run, upon these self-

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THE RESULTS OF DEBT DEFAULT 


Analysis Indicates That Little Immediate Saving and 
Much Eventual Harm Will Follow Alberta's Action

TOT many years ago cautious 
and conservatively-minded 

people who wanted to play safe 
with their savings were referred to 
rather contemptuously as a handi 
cap to western progress. Glib 
tongued promoters claimed they 
lacked vision by preferring the rec 
ognized security of provincial and 
municipal four, five and six per 
cent. bonds (or similar” invest 
ments) when golden get-rich-quick 
opportunities were freely offered 
Probably fifty per cent. of the 
thrifty population with savings 
and other accounts clung to an eco 
nomic truth that the average mor 
tal rarely gets something for noth 
ing. Western Canada has since 
had reason to be grateful to these 
industrious and frugal-minded citi 
zens. 

But the other fifty per cent. 
wasted their substance in one form 
and another, trying to reach the pot 
of promised gold dangling at the 
rainbow’s end. The prairie trails 
are strewn with tragic experiences 
which followed the numerous boom 
parades, cheered on by much the 
same type of oratorical inspira- 
tionists which have now moved into 
the field of politics. The under 
lving motive is still the same: self- 
advancement. Their followers are 
still being treated as innocent mor 
tals who believe they are heading 
for Utopia -that promised land 
with abundance for all. The state 
will pay all bills. We float airily 
from one extreme to the other, 
swaved by impracticable and un
